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Russia's Plans 


Less Important 


Than Our Own 


Here are two random items from 
the war news: 


"Robert P. Patterson, 
former 


Secretary of War, says the North 
Koreans launched their offensive 
'in response to a Moscow com- 
mand.1 He predicted they will be 
driven back to the 38th 
parallel 


(boundary line between North and 
South Korea) in six months." 


"Secretary of State Acheson vig- 


orously denounced the 
so-called 


•Soviet peace petition' . . . Diplo- 
matic informants in 
Washington 


said warily that it was too early 
to tell whether the 
Soviets 
are 


really maneuvering to help end the 
conflict or whether they are simply 
encouraging a hope that they will 
do so, while the actual fighting con- 
tinues to go in the favor of 
the 


North Korean Communists." 


More important of the two items, { 


of course, is the first—and we pray 
that former War Secretary Pat- 
terson knows what he is talking 
about. 


Our hand has been called by Rus- 


sia in a zone where we fought and 
won World War H single-handedly 
—against the Japanese empire— 
and until Russia's native 
allies 


from North Korea are kicked back 
into their own country we have no 
use for diplomats. 


What Russia intends to do is 


vastly less important than our own 
plans. America wants to make sure 
right now whether we have de- 
pendable allies against this Korean 
aggression — or whether we will 
be expected to handle it alone. 


Historically speaking, the out- 


look for heavy help in the fighting 
isn't good. Our major allies from 
whom fighting men might ,be ex- 
pected are France and 
Great 


Britain. 


But France already has an un- 


declared war on her hands in Indo- 
China, with a vast army fighting 
Communist-inspired guerrillas. 


The other ally, Britain, has a cur- 


ious record. The real power of Brit- 
ain has never lain in land armies. 
True, she has been a genuine pow- 
er on the sea. But actually Brit- 
ain's far-reaching authority 
has 


rested through centuries on 
the 


alertness and energy of her diplo- 
mats — their ability to play Brit- 
ain's tune on the organ of Balance 
of Power . . . that is, producing 
division among many countries so 
Britain could have her way. 


But the sands of time 'have run, 


out on the British game. Small na- 
tions have been reduced, arid big 
nations have gotten bigger, until 
the "divide and rule" theory is no 
longer workable. 
I 


And yet, the British may still 


have to come to our aid in the Ko-' 
rean crisis with what land-fighting 
resources they have. For the only 
alternative to backing us up in an 
Oriental war would be to trust to 
Russian promises of a fair division 
of trade in China and the other 
Eastern 
countries where Britain 


has done business for centuries. 


That's not much of an alterna- 


tive. 


And if Britain welched on us in 


favor of Russian "promises" it is 
entirely probable the Labor govern- 
ment in London would be over- 
thrown. 


Perhaps we don't realy stand 


alone. 
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Russia Said to 
Have 800 Ships 
Ready for Action

Washington, July 13 — (/P)— Rus- 


sia is believed to have an assorted 
collection of about 800 naval craft 
deployed near the 
Korean 
war 


area — including between 70 and 
80 submarines. 


Naval sources here figure 
that 


perhaps a third of this school of 
submarines 
are 
the new XXI 


snorkels. 


Although the 800 total estimate 


is numerically big, there is 
no 


present 
evidence that 
it com- 


prises anything like 
a 
balanced 


naval force. Those studying the sit- 
uation believe many of these ves- 
sels are small craft of va r i o u s 
types and that certainly nothing 
bigger than cruisers are in 
the 
area. 


So far as can be 
determined, 


the Russian navy still possesses 
no aircraft (Carriers. 


One unknown factor seems to be 


how many of the smaller Soviet 
vessels may be landing craft 
or 


types that could be used in emer- 
gency for an amphibious 
opera- 
tion. 


The presence in the Far East 


of any sizeable number of landing 
craft could bo of grave concern to 
American forces. They could be 
used to provide an amphibious 
"lift" for North Korean flanking 
operations down the South Korean 
coast lines. Or they might some 
day be used in an attempted opera- 
tion against the American defense 
bastion in Japan, 
should 
Russia 


and the United States ' fall 
into 


gloves-off war. 
= 


However, it is the Russian sub- 


marine "forice^ that- is 
drawing 


most U. S. attention. 


As deployed, the Red sub fleet 


in the Far East seems to have as 
its main job the potential duty of 
cutting the Asiatic-In'd o n e s ian 
lifeline along which the Un i t e d 
States would send help in event of 
general war in the Orient. 


An 
almost 
equally 
important 


mission is to carry on reconnias- 
sance of American and B r i t i sh 
naval ship, transport ship and air 
movement in the western Padivic 
and the seas bordering Eastern 
Asia. 


If there have been any sight- 


ings of suspicious actions by Rus- 
sian submarines in those waters, 
the Pentagon has kept it secret.

being given to this country's At- 
lantic pact allies. 


Behid the scenes discussions of 


the state of North Atlantic treaty 
defenses reflect a widespread con-

strength 
of 
the non-Communist 
world. 


The tense world situation is gen- 


erating new pressures inside 
the 


government for some degree 
of 


home front mobilization in order to 
increase armament production. 


Another and more direct 
pres- 


sure 
for 
marshalling more 
of 


America's resources for 
war 
is 


said to arise from the mounting 
evidence that the United States is 
in for a long and costly struggle 
in Korea. 


So far there is a conflict oi re- 


quirements 
between the urgent 


buildup of forces fighting in Ko- 
rea and the European arms aid 
program as presently scheduled. 


Without a swift and substancial 


increase of arms manufacturing 
here, some authorities say weap- 
ons which were destined for Europe 
may have to be "borrowed" for 
the Far East. They deplore this 
necessity because in both military 
and diplomatic strategy, Europe, 
rather than Asia, is rated as the 
primary focus of American security 
interests. 


One move to 
speed 
up joint 


European and American defense 
arrangements is already planned. 
Charles M. Spofford, secretary of 
state Acheson's 
deputy on

North Atlantic treaty council, is 
slated to leave here for London 
shortly after his expected confir-

Underground 
Reds Step Up 
Activities 


Washington, July 13 — (/P) —U.S. 


Communists have increased 
their 


underground operations during the 
past year, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover said today. The result, he 
said, is the heaviest work load his 
agency ever has handled. 


In an annual review of FBI ac- 


tivities for the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, Hoover said 
the 


number of investigations involving 
internal security and national de- 
fense is at a record level, exceed- 
ing the volume of similar work 
during the World War II years. 


"The' increased work load," the 


report said, "stems frgm the ac- 
tivities of the Communist party and 
the expanded orbit of their under- 
ground operations. 


"Increased 
security conscious- 


ness on the part of the 
party 


leadership has brought about de- 
centralization of party administra- 
tive machinery and transferal of 
previously open operations to an 
underground apparatus. 


' 'These developments'- have com- 


plicated, the FBI' task of maintain- 
ing coverage 6f Communist activ- 
ity." 


The FBI director recently asked 


congress for more than 300 addi- 
tional agents, saying they were re- 
quired principally for internal! se- 
curity investigations. 


The annual report showed 8,921 


convictions in FBI 
cases 
of all 


kinds during the 1950 fiscal year, 
a six per cent increase over 1949. 


Hoover said 
that in 
line with 


previous years, 96.9 per cent of 
all trials growing out of FBI 
in- 


quiries resulted in convictions.

Hickenlooper 
is one of the two Republican mem- 
bers of that group, which for four

investigated 
McCarthy's 


contentions that the state depart- 
ment has Communists and fel- 
low travelers on its payroll. 


McCarthy 
yesterday 
produced 


four statements signed by men he 
said the state department 
hireS 


four years ago. They told of being 
directed to destroy all data 
in 


personnel files of a damaging na- 
ture to other employes. 


McCarthy, in a letter to Presir 


dent. Truman, said the statements 
bore out his charges that depart- 
ment loyalty files had been "de 
nuded'.' by the agency before th*. 
records were lurried over to tfie'inc 
quiry committee.-

In reply, the department 
said 


the 1946 removal of documents 
was a thorough-going 
reorganiza- 


tion of personnel 
records 
made 


necessary by the influx of several 
thousand employes who were trans- 
ferred from war-time agencies. 


The department stressed that the 


records dealt with personnel and 
had nothing to do with loyalty and 
security files. Those files, the de- 
partment added, "were and 
are 


separately maintained in a secur- 
ity division wholly removed from 
the personnel operation." 


The department also said that to 


the best of its knowledge the per- 
sonnel files were not destroyed, 
"except in the case of such ma- 
terials 
as 
duplicate 
documents, 


routine office 
transmittal sheets, 


superceded forms, etc."

Profiteering in 
Food Unjust 
Says Brannan 


Washington, July 13 — tfP)— Sec- 


retary of Agriculture Brannan said 
today it is a "fair deduction" that 
profiteering in food has started as 
a result of the Korean war. 


Brannan said profiteering is en- 


tirely unjustifie'd but that he would 
prefer ,not 
to 
comment now on 


what can or should be done about 
it. 


The secretary talked with White 


House reporters about some recent 
boosts in food prices, as in meat 
and bread, after calling on Presi- 
dent Truman. He said he had also 
discussed the prices 
rises gen- 


erally with the President, among 
other matters. . 


The secretary was asked 
what 


view he takes of profiteering — 
whether it is "a healthy thing for 
our economy." 


"No," he answered 
slowly^' "I 


don't think it is. It has a tendency 
to stimulate hoarding and there is 
no physicial justification for hoard- 
ing food products, not 
a single 
one." 


He said there is no justification 


either for sudden 
increases 
in 


food prices. The country is pro- 
ducing food at a rate 20 percent 
greatern than in 
1941 
Brannan 


said, even though this year's wheat 
crop is expected to be lower. 


The secretary said he knew of 


nothing, outside the Korean situa- 
tion that might be responsible for 
pushing up food prices. The big 
corn crop, he said, should have had 
a depressing effect on beef, but a 
strong purchasing power evidently 
is the main factor of a rise at this 
time.

Korea May Be a Prelude of 
What Is Coming and We Can't 
Afford Not to Be Ready

New York—(#)—There is a grow- 


ing uneasiness among army vet- 
erans that the American expedi- 
tion in Korea may end in another 
Dunkerque. 


Time, they feel, is fighting right 


now on the side of 
the heavily 


armored 
North Koreans — and 


against 
the lighter-armed 
U. S. 


forces. 


One retired high-ranking officer 


I talked to felt that only an im - 
mediate mobilization of manpow- 
er and industry could stave off 
disaster in Korea — and perhaps 
other fronts to follow. He is one 
of the most experienced veterans 
of the last war, having fought 
in 


Africa Sicily and Europe. 


"We'll be lucky in Korea if we 


pushed right back into the sea," 
he said. "The situation there 
is 


simply a matter of mathematics. 


'So far we've had to send a boy 


to do a man's work. We've had to 
throw in a couple 
of companies 


here — a battalion there — and 
watch them get chewed to pieces. 
It's the same thing 
we did at 


Kasserine gap — feed small units 
in one at a time to be destroyed." 


This officer felt there was real 


doubt whether enough 
reinforce- 


ments could be put into the field 
in time to avoid a complete with- 
drawal from Korea. 


He pointed out that the 
North 


Koreans had bucked 10 miles in 
slightly more than two weeks— 
and that another 100-mile advance 
would carry th,eni to tfc& to. of tfe,e 


peninsula. 


"We may be able to hold a de 


fensive 
beachhead in the 
south 


where the terrain is pretty moun- 
tainous" he said. "But it svill be 
terribly 
difficult. 


"The battleline is about 125 to 


135 miles wide. To do the job right 
we ought to have at least six good 
divisions on the line—and two 
in, 


reserve. That means eight divi- 
sions at the least. And eight divi- 
sions is an army—150,000 men or 
more. 


"Where can we get that many 


men without mobilizing'.' We have 
only 12 divisions now all told and 
they're stretched all around the 
world from Tokyo to Berlin." 


What worried him also is 
the 


fact Russia has a reported 85 di- 
visions in being and 
some 
200 


more in reserve. 


"She is just throwing a left jab 


at us in Korea testing us out" 
he said. "And she isn't even using 
her own men—she's using satellite 
troops." 


This officer felt 
as so 
many 


older veterans do that the Ameri- 
can military machine should 
be 


quickly expanded in an all out ef- 
fort. 


"The public doesn't realize yet 


how desperate the situation could 
become" he said. "We have fine 
new weapons but we have to get 
them into mass production. And 
we need the men to man them. 


"Korea may be just the prelude 


of what is coming and we can't 


at to be jfiadjr."

the first time he was in combat 
—yesterday when they received1 a 
citation awarded their son by 
Brig, Gen. John P. Doyle, USA? 
commanding general of the 
Far 


East air meterial command. 


Besides 
pointing 
out he 
was 


credited with the first hit, the ci 
tation praises Rich for the "brave 
and efficient way you have car 
ried out your duties during this 
emergency x x x." 


Speed Combat 
Planes Agrees 
Committee 


Washington, July 13 — (ff) — The 


senate armed services committe'e 
unanimously agreed today that the 
armed services should seek faster 
delivery of several billion dollars 
worth of combat aircraft now on 
order. 


Chairman Tydings c(D-md) an- 


nounced the group had taken that 
stand at a closed meeting. He said 
it adopted this resolution: 


"In view of the present critical 


Korean situation and the threat- 
ening 
situation 
throughout the 


world, it is the opinion of the ser- 
ate comrnitete on armed services 
that the 
military 
establishment 


should immediately give consider- 
tion to accelerating the delivery of 
planes on order to the maximum 
extent necessary." 


Tydings said that "several bil- 


lion dollars" worth of aircraft now 
are on order for the air force, the 
navy and the marines. 


A speed-up in deliveries would 


mean an increase in the present 
rate of military 
spending 
since 


original plans were to spread the 
cost of the planes over a long pe- 
riod. 


Admiral Forrest 
P. 
Sherman, 


chief of naval operations, discussed 
the navy's plans with the commit- 
tee during its closed session. 


In addition to announcing the 


resolution on planes, Tydings told 
a news conference: 


1. Defense officials are carefully 


examining the question of whether 
wartime controls over manpower 
and materials are needed. He in- 
dicated that a decision probably 
would not be 
made for 
several 
weeks. 


2. It is his personal opinion that 


congress can not even think of quit- 
ting for 
several 
months 
unless 


there is a sharp change in 
the 


present critical situation in Korea. 


Tydings siad it is his personal 


opinion that the Korean situation 
remains extremely serious" 
and 


the campaign there will be a long 
one.

Tokyo, July 12 —(/P) — General 


MacArthur's 
headq.uarters today 


declared four U. S. soldiers had 
been murdered on the battlefield 
and warned North Koreans 
that 


those guilty of such 
"barbarity" 


face death if caught. 


Field dispatches, 
cross-crocked 


in an attempt to weed out dupli- 
cations, have put the'number of 
U. S. prisoners slain at 18. 


Headquarters said the proof was 


in the form of official photographs 
showing four A m e r i cans with 
their hands 
tied 
behind 
their 


backs/They were shot through the 
head. 


The bodies 
were 
found 
when 


counterattacks won back tempo- 
rarily the ground where the sol- 
diers were slain. 


The communique said 
MacAr- 


thur was "astounded by th e s e 
barbaric acts and holds the lead- 
ership of the North Koreans re- 
sponsible." 


The communique, after detailing 


what the official pictures showed, 
concluded: 


"The murder of the prisoners of 


war is a violation of the laws 
and customs of war and the perpe- 
trators of such offenses as well as 
leaders who order, cause or per- 
mit the same are subject to the 
death penalty when imposed by 
military tribunals. 


"The world has been shocked by 


those atrocities which violate the 
precepts of civilization. Appropri- 
ate action is being taken to in- 
form the North Korean people of 
the in human acts committed by 
their armed forces." 


The official pnotographer, in his 


report to MacArthur accompany- 
ing the battlefield pictures, 
de- 
clared: 


"This is not killed in action. 


Call it murder."

Military 
Planning Up 
to Four Men 
By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, July 15 —f/P)-^ Four 


men—the joint chiefs of staff—are 
the top military planners in this 
country. 


It's their job to figure out what 


the armed forces of this country 
can, or can't, or should do in any 
given situation. 


Back in 1847 congress decided to 


put an end to the old conflict be- 
tween the army, navy 
and 
air- 


force. 


While each was completely inde- 


pendent of the other, they often 
wrked at cross purposes and com- 
peted with each other for money 
to spend, for equipment, and even 
for men. 


And their ideas on mi 1 i t a ry 


planning wont off in opposite 
di- 


rections. If, somehow, they could 
be brought 
together, 
congress 


thought, 
this 
wasteful 
conflict 


might be ended. 


So in 1947 congress passed an act 


to "unify" the armed forces. Un- 
der this act the group known as 
"the joint chiefs of 
staff" 
was 


created. 


Its four members are: Genera] 


Omar Bradley, chairman; General 
J. Lawton Collins, chief of staff of 
the army; Admiral Forrest Sher- 
man, chief of naval operations; 
and General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
chief of staff of the air force. 


All four men have their offices 


in the 
Pentagon, that

have other people doing the spade | 
work for them. This is then turned 
over to them for final decision. 


Working for the JCS is a staff 


of about 200 officers 
f r o m 
the 


army, navy and air force. 
This 


staff occupies a wing of the Pen- 
tagon and it is broken 
up 
this 


way: 


1. Committees. There are sev- 


eral committees, each specializing 
in a certain field. Each commit- 
tee has three members— one from 
each of three branches 
of 
the 


service. Almost always these com- 
mittee members are generals and 
admirals. For example: There's a 
committee on strategy, another on 
intelligence or military informa- 
tion, and so on. 


2. Each committee in turn has 


the help of a "group". A group is 
made up of army, navy and air 
force officers, part of fhe 200-man 
staff which works for the JCS. 


And the way the job 
is 
done 


goes like this: Say its necessary 
to figure out how we should fight 
a war with Russia, if 
that 
be- 


comes necessary. Should the U. S. 
try to attack from 
the Ar c t i c, 


through Western Europe, or from 
Asia or perhaps from all three di- 
rections? 


The group on stragegy will tac- 


kle this, calling on 
the 
other 


groups for help, such as on mili- 
tary intelligence or information. 


The strategy group will have to 


consider a million details: Wheth- 
er, clothing, equipment, transpor- 
tation, the number of men 
and 


planes and ships needed, whether 
long-range bombing or land attack 
is best. 


When this strategy 
group 
of 


army, navy and airmen has worked 
out what it considers a reasonable 
plan — or plans — it makes its 
recommendations to the 
commit- 


tee of the JCS. 


Then this committee of two gen- 


erals and an admiral goes 
over 


the problem, and the recommenda- 
tion. It either approves or sends it 
back to the group for more work- 
ing over. 


But say it thinks the plan pre- 


pared by the group is all right. It 
then recommends this to Bradley 
and the other three members of 
the JCS. The JCS can approve or 
send it back for more study. 


But—although Bradley is chair- 


man of the JCS and can take part 
cannot vote when the other three 
members get around to making a 
decision. 


And—the decision of those three 


men must be unanimous. If one 
disagrees, then they turn the prob- 
lem over to the secretary of de- 
fense, Louis Johnson, for 
deci- 


sion. 


Since in this country civilians 


are in control, on the big ques- 
tions the JCS can make no deci- 
sions but can only recommend to 
the two heads of our military set- 
up: President 
Truman, 
who is 


commander-in-c h i e f, 
or Louis 


Johnson, secretary of defense. 


But—since recommendations 
of 


the JCS are supposed to represent 
he best military brains we have, 
hey have tremendous weight.
